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4. Composition of Selection Board, procedure of Selection etc, 

in respect of posts for which direct recruitment is prescribed 

I Selection Board : 

(i) The Selection Board shall consists of ;— 

(a) A part-time Chairman of the status of Addi¬ 
tional Secretary or Secretary to the Government 
of India, who may be appointed by the Director 
General, Employees’ State Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion, with the specific prior approval of the 
Chairman, Employees' State Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration.
